a. Inspect the burner, and clean or replace any components of the burner as necessary (you
may delay the burner inspection until the next scheduled unit shutdown). At units
where entry into a piece of process equipment or into a storage vessel is required to
complete the tune-up inspections, inspections are required only during planned entries
into the storage vessel or process equipment;

b. Inspect the flame pattern, as applicable, and adjust the burner as necessary to optimize
the flame pattern. The adjustment should be consistent with the manufacturer’s
specifications, if available;

c. Maintain on-site and submit, if requested by the Administrator, a report containing a
description of any corrective actions taken as a part of the tune-up.
